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In September of I 857, Assumption College was formally opened 
by the Jesuits. The first building, which is still standing, had 
three stories. One the first, were facilities for the faculty and the 

dining hall; on the 
second, four class- 

% 

rooms; and on the 
third, one large dorm- 
itory. The Jesuits 
taught here until 18- 
59 when they were re¬ 
placed by a group of 
Benedictines who re¬ 
mained for four years 




















































When the Benedictines left in 
1863, Mr. Theodule Girordot, a 
local business man, attempted 
to reinvigorate the college by 
bringing in new teachers. How¬ 
ever, after a few years of fruitless 
effort, he admitted defeat and 
boarded up the windows. When 
the threat of the Fenians, an 
Irish nationalist group, became 
a reality in 1866, the towns¬ 
people armed themselves as best they could with shotguns, axes 
and even pitchforks, to protect themselves from the radical Irish 
sympathizers from the United States. 
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The building was soon reopened, 
this time to serve os a barracks 
for the Port Hope Infantry ond 
Regimental Band Finally, in 
1870, the Basilian Fathers estab¬ 
lished themselves at Assump¬ 
tion. They scrubbed the floors, 
painted the woodwork and 
washed the windows in prepar- 
ation for the fifty-eight students 
who would enroll in September. 

A new era in Assumption s his¬ 
tory had begun: one that was to 
culminate in an act of Parlia¬ 
ment giving Assumption uni- 
rsity status. 
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The college was in very poor financial 

shape as shown in this excerpt from a 

report by Fr. Denis O'Connor, the first 
Basilian superior : 

"There are in the College, belonging to 

it, about 45 bedsteads, 7 desks for 
study, 4 tables for the refectory, about 

a dozen old chairs, and 4 or 5 stoves, 

and that is all , . . there is no furniture 

in any of the masters' rooms, no mat¬ 
tresses, no bed clothes, no furniture for 
classrooms and so on for the rest." 

These early students were required to 
bring their own mattresses and bedding 

in addition to their books. They ob¬ 
tained water from a pump in the yard. 
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The next few years were good ones for Assumption, and it soon 
became evident that more space was necessary Therefore, in 
1 875, the cornerstone was laid for a new wing, and only nine years 
later the administration building was completed. Assumption was 
now a thriving college, continually growing and improving. 
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By 1907, o complete 
system of gas lights had 
been installed. This 
same period saw the 
construction of a new 
chapel with a capacity 
of three hundred and fifty The student's life was more severe in 
those days than now, as revealed in the 1902-03 Catalogue on a 
page entitled, "Discipline." 

"The use of tobacco is strictly forbidden." 

"Incorrigible sloth or giddiness will not be tolerated." 

"Boxes of eatables sent 
from home ore not en¬ 
couraged by the fac¬ 
ulty." 

In 19 19, Assumption 
became one of the col¬ 
leges of the University 
of Western Ontario. 






































Assumption was the largest of the 
affiliates of the University of West¬ 
ern Ontario. In 1919 there were the 
three buildings previously men¬ 
tioned, as well as the students' res- ^ 


idence, St. Michael's Hall ond, ad¬ 
joining it, the new gymnasium. 
Enrollment continued to swell until 
once again the existing facilities 
were inadequate Under the guid¬ 
ance of Father D. L Dillon, C SB , 
who became superior in 1922, an 
extensive building program was 
undertaken. The older buildings 
were remodelled and a magnificent 
Arts Building was constructed. 
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The 1940's sow more new buildings on the campus, the Memorial 
Science Building and an extension to enlarge the gymnasium, to 
be called St. Denis Hall. 

Perhaps 1953 was the most significant year in Assumption's 
history; for in the spring of this year Assumption was granted a 
charter giving her university status. We of the 1954 graduating 
class will be the first to receive these degrees, and in our time, 
with an image of these graduation exercises still fresh in our 
memories, we will see new buildings and new faculties spring up. 
The School of Commerce is now a reality. The dreams of medical 
and engineering schools are going to materialize. Assumption, 
the University, will live and grow under the guiding hands of 
the Basilian Fathers.

The following exerpts are taken from the 
December 15, 1953 issue of the “Purple and 
White." 

)n the evening of November 21. 1**53, 
three occupants of Room 14, St. Mike's Hall, 
died a sudden and most violent death at the 
hands of an icthomaniac. 

“The death of these three most valiant fel¬ 
lows—Sirs Reginald J. Ripple. Fauntleroy 
L. Carp and Percival P. Pickerel, was dis¬ 
covered by their room-mate and guardian— 
one Peter J. Randall. Inspector Dick Mori- 
arty of Assumption Yard was immediately 
summoned. 

“The bodies of the departed, meanwhile, 
were taken to the funeral home of Charles 
E. Chamberlin, the Funeral Director, 
where they were at once most carefully 
embalmed and laid in state and viewed by 
numerous friends who came to pay their 
last respects. The funeral was arranged 
for Monday, November 23. and Deacon 
Dietzen was called upon to administer the 
last rites. 

“For their valiant journey again>t tremen¬ 
dous odds (they swam from the China Sea 
to the head of Lake Erie bearing valuable 
information as to the whereabouts of “low- 
grade" enemy sea weed), they each received 
the P.F.C. (Distinguished Fishing Cross). 
On the completion of this heroic mission, 
the three knights in their golden mail, were
